ELECTRIC FENCE 

The electric fence idea is not 
new, as a? several kinds have been 
on the market for about five 
years. 


Fast and furious fighting led 
the battle from the girls’ past 
the boys’ domltories, past the gym 
through the picnic grove, and 
back to the boys’ dorm, where the 
last attack was repelled, the 
Dudes gathered up the wounded 
and retired to the warmth, and 
the Hounds limped home.

The principle of the electric 
fence is sound and this principle 
has been used around stock yards 
for loading cattle for many years 
The intermitting charge place on 
the wire fence is ‘shorted 
through the animal to the ground 
when the animal standing on the 
damp ground comes in contact 
with the charged wire. The effect 
is that of a whip-liking sensation 
that surprises or baffles the ani- j 
mal causing it to step back. 

The commercial fences are rath¬ 
er high in first cost and the Agri¬ 
cultural Engineering department 
felt that a cheaper unit ought t< 
he available. With this in mind 
we have built and are now ex¬ 
perimenting with a fence unit 
made from a Model T Ford coll. 
A counter balanced pendulum i.= 
used to interrupt the flashes on 
the fence. This experimental fence 
usee one to three or four dry cell 
batteries depending on the length 
of the fence bo be attached to It. 
The unit has been running on one 
dry cell for three weeks without 
a stop. We expect to try it out 
on the University farm this spring
